Savannah, Ga., February 5i.-—(Spe- 
cial.)—That human life is held lightly

ARM AGAINST THE WEEVIL. 


Experts of the federal department of 
agriculture report the steady progress of 
the boll weevil during “the past year. 
Despite the climatic conditions of 1911-12, 
which were unfavorable to its spread, the 
pest made a net gain of 7,300 square miles. 

Georgia is menaced by this creeping 
danger from two directions: Alabama and 
Florida, though its first appearance will 
probably be on the Alabama side. State 
Entomologist Worsham states that the 
weevil is, in fact, right on the borders ol 
this state. Quarantine is being enforced 
rigidly, but cannot be expected to do more 
than delay the coming of the visitation. 

As Mr. Worsham has many times stated, 
the only effectual measures for fighting the 
weevil lie in the use of early-maturing va- 
cotton; and, after the top crop 
has gathered, in burning over the fields 
each fall. The state and federal depart- 
ments of agriculture have spent small for- 
tunes and much labor seeking a way in 
which to checkmate th's crop plague. The 
sum total of ther findings is offered in 
the foregoing formula.

Aside from minimizing the toll of the 


cotton and turn to corn and other crops as 
a refuge... This course has not only the 
advantage of insuring a remunerative price 
but of more than making up 
the deficit caused by the slump in the 
latter crop. It is, indeed, one of the prob- 
abilities that the ravages of the weevil will 
lead to the revival of the cattle industry in 
Georgia. Such a development would largely 
compensate for the financial loss entailed 
by the weevil’s presence.

HOW “PRINCE JOHN” 
VAN BUREN MADE HISTORY 


The Cornet

“I suppose that a meeting he'd in the 
town of Herkimer, near Utica, N. Y., in 1847, 
wags fraught with greater political conse- 
quences than any other gathering until, a 
few years later, the 
first convention of the 
newly-organized repub- 
lican party was held.’ 
So said the late C. C. 
Clarke to me at a time 
when he was telling me 
some of his recollec- 
tions of “Prince John” 
Van Buren, son of Mar- 
tin Van Buren, and for 
years one of the most 
influential democrats in 
New York state. 

se used to meel 
‘Prince John’ very often 
at a time when I was 
assistant treasurer of 
New York state, with 
offices at Albany, and 
he was attorney gen- 
eral. He was a frequent visitor at the treas- 
urer’s office, chiefly because he was always 
hard up and ‘sought advances upon his 
salary. 

“He told me that he was going to Her- 
Kimer to address a convention called by 
delegates who had bolted the democratic 
state convention which was held in Utica a 
few weeks earlier. He said to me: ‘Mr. 
Clarke, this Herkimer convention is wsoing 
to make history, and I am going to contrib- 
ute my part in the writing of it.’ 

“He kept his word, and I will now tell 
how. When the delegates who met at 
Herkimer in response to a call asserbled 
they found that the number of them and 
their friends was so large that they covld 
not begin to get Into the courthouse, whith 
had been designated the place for 
meeting. 

“At first they were considerably disturbed 
by this discovery, but upon consideration 
they realized that the mugnitude of this 
gathering of itself indicated how widespread 
the split in the democratic party in New 
York state had become. 

“Somebody said to the committee which 
had the arrangements in charge: ‘Why not 
go to the freighthouse of the New York Cen- 
tral road? There ts plenty of room there, 
but we'll all have to stand up excepting the 
few who occupy a Httle platform.’ 

“That suggestion met with ap- 
proval, The great throng hurried to the 
freighthouse, and in no time at all filled It 
to its capacity. 

“C. C. Cambreling, a very influential 
demccrat, who for vears was One of the 
most prominent of the democratic members 
of the lower house of congress, was chosen 
chairman of the meeting. One of the vice 
chairmen was David Dudley Field, then 
recognized as one of the ablest lawyers in 
the United States. 

“One of those present was David Wilmot, 
the member of congress from Penrsylvania, 
who was the author of the ‘Wilmot proviso,’ 
which would have prohibited the extension 
of slavery into the territory which !{t was 
expected the United States would acquire 
from Mexico. Wilmot’s presence at this con- 
vention was of itself portentous for the 
democratic party. He was a democrat, but 
he was then called for the first time a free 
soll democrat. 

“After the convention was organized, 
‘Prince John’ Van Buren was called upon to 
speak. Everybody knew that he was to 
speak not only for the-free soll party, then 
{n process of organization, but also as the 
son of Martin Van Buren, who was sure to 
be nominated by the free soilers. for the 
presidency. 

“As ‘Prince John’ took the platform he 
turned to Wilmot, bowed gracefully to him, 
put his hand affectionately upon Wilmot's 
shovlder, and then, turning to the conven- 
tion, he began speaking in a beautiful, 
melodious and clear-ringing voice with these

“"Fellow democrats, fellow bolters and 
fellow traitors!’ That was enough. His tone 
of vcice, his magnetic presence, his illus- 
trious family associations and his wonderful 
comirnand of extemporaneous speaking were 
all epitomized in that brief opening passage. 
He held that convention in the hollow of his 
hand and it was at his suggestion that the 
convention adjourned to meet at Utica to 
make nominations for president and vice 
president. These nominations were for Mar- 
tin Van Buren for president and General 
Dodge, of Iowa, for vice president. Subse- 
quently a larger national convention was 
held at Buffaio which indorsed the nomina- 
tion of Martin Van Buren, and, as Genera] 
Dolge declined the nomination for vice pres. 
ident, the ticket was completed with the 
name of Charles Francis Adams. 

“John Van Buren did write history, as he 
toki me he would. The nomination of Martin 
Van Buren and Charles Francis Adams as 
free soil candidates for the presidency split 
the democratic party sufficiently to defeat 
Lewis Cass, the democratic candidate for 
president, and to elect Zachary Taylor, the 
whig candidate.

DID SHAKESPEARE 
WRITE HIS PLAYS? 


Did Shakegepeare. write his plays? 
seems an idiotic question when considering 
all the facts in connection with them and with 
the Bard of Avon, and yet this question has 
been asked thousands of times during the 
last century. and the believers that Shakes- 
peare did not write them, but that Bacon did, 
have presented so many clever arguments 
that it is sometimes hard to refute at least 
a considerable number of them. 

In the first place, so little is known of 
the life of Shakespeare that those who would 
take from him the honors generally cred- 
ited to him of being the greatest dramat- 
ist that the world has thus far produced, 
invariably point to hfs life as proving that 
this opinion is generally wrong. For while 
long biographies of Shakespeare have been 
written, there is not very much more known 
of him than that in early Hfe he was an 
obscure village boy. 

His father was an illiterate tradesman in 
Stratford-on-Avon, England, and he was not 
allowed the privilege of an education. Finally 
he was compelled to run away from home 
because he was caught in an act of theft. 
He made his way as best he could to London, 
where he spent most of his time after his 
arrival hanging about the theater doors and 
earning a living by holding theatergoers’ 
horses. 

Finally, he was able to satisfy a long- 
felt desire to go on the stage, Dut was only 
clever enough to play small parts. After a 
short period as an actor he took to writing 
plays, and eventually retired rich, and, pur- 
chasing his old Stratford-on-Avon home, he 
lived there up to the time of his death in 
1616. 

Those are the main facts as known in the 
life of Shakespeare. It seems strange that a 
man who left such an enormous amount of 
literature to be enjoyed by posterity was so 
inconsiderate as to leave so little to be known 


about himself. It is this point that has given 
the enemy the opportunity to claim the 
accomplishing of this work for another, the 
eminent li‘erary Nght of Shakespeare's day, 
Sir Francis Bacon.

The period in which Shakespeare and 
Bacon lived was an age containing many men 
who became prominent In literature. Among 
these Bacon was considered one of the most 
learned. Shakespeare has come to he con- 
sidered the peer of all of them, but it is evi- 
dent that at the time he was not ¢elassed 
among them. 

Now, the promulgators of the Bacon the- 
ory claim. and with good authority, that the 
man who wrote Shakespeare's plays mast not 
alone have been one of the greatest geniuses 
that ever lived, but he must have been pos- 
sessed of a vast storehouse of historical and 
classical knowledge. How could Shakespeare 
have acquired such knowledge? He was able 
to write several different languages, was a 
philosopher such as few have ever been, and 
showed a knowledge of both ancient and 
modern literature, and was thoroughly fami!!- 
iar with the law of all ages up to his time. 

Shakespeare borrowed his 
the language of the 
country from which they emanated, conse- 
quently he must have been skilled 48 a trans- 
lator, for they were not printed tn English 
until after his death. The few specimens 
of Shakespeare's writings which exist show 
that he was a very poor penman and the 
writing of a man unaccustomed to using the 
pen. ® 

Did he have time to educate himself? 
We are told that he ran away from Stratford 
in 1586, yet his wonderful play of “Hamlet” 
was produced only a Iittle more than two 
years later. At this period Bacon was so 
highly an educated man that he could easily 
have been in possession of all the knowledge 
that ts contained in this play were he pos- 
sessed with the qualifications of a dramatist. 
This is one of the arguments,produced by 
the Raconians; and, further, that many 
phrases in the plays closely resemble phrases 
that occur In Bacon’s essays. 

As plays and the theater In that day were 
not looked upon with great respectability, 
the Baconians argue that Bacon persuaded 
or pald the obscure Shakespeare to take the 
credit (or blame) for them. There fs no ex- 
isting proof that Shakespeare ever claimed 
the authorship of the plays, and occasionally 
ingenious and ridiculous accoustics, ciphers, 
anagrams, etc., are brought up by the Bacon- 
lans to show that their idol, and not Shakes- 
peare, wrote this great amount of dramatic 
literature 

History contains no other personage of 
such great importance as Shakespeare about 
whom so little is known, and naturally the 
Baconites are able to present very .many 
different arguments in favor of Sir. Francis 
which would seem plausible and which cannot 
be refuted with the absence of so many nec- 
essary facts. The controversy will no doubt 
be continued, but there ts no likelihood of 
the mystery ever becoming more clear, as 
undoubtedly all facts obtainable already have 
been produced in the three hundred years 
that have elapsed since the Bard’s death.

fuse to patronize home industries? Do these 
people have suicidal tnstinct? No, {t tg be- 
cattise there are many who make money rob- 
bing the city of her industrial reputation, 
and for years have been telling that. Atlanta 
goods are no account, and this is the cruel 
consequence. 

The industrial city attracts the industrial 
man just as the fertile land attracts the 
farmer, and those merchants who refuse to 
honor the industries of their city are working 
against their most dear interest; those manu- 
facturers who use foreign labels and oppose 
any work toward popularizing Atlanta in- 
dustries in Atlanta are committing a great 
injustice and are doing great damage to this 
community.
